432  houses  have  been  improved  with  grant  aid  since  1949,  out  of  a  total 
of  1,846  private  dwellings  in  the  district. 

Sewerage 

For  the  first  year  since  1952  there  was  no  constructional  work  in  connection 
with  the  provision  of  new  sewerage  schemes  within  the  district. 

It  was  decided  nob  to  proceed  with  a  scheme  at  Langton  in  view  of  the 
difficulty  of  finding  a  suitable  site  for  Council  house  development  and  because 
there  was  no  urgent  need  to  deal  with  drainage  from  the  older  houses  which  are 
adequately  served  by  septic  tanks. 

Only  slow  progress  was  made  in  connection  with  the  provision  of  a  sewerage 
system  to  serve  Wintringham,  but  towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  clear  that 
Ministry  approval  would  be  given  to  a  scheme  which  provided  for  the  pumping  of 
sewage  to  the  main  works  at  Rillington  rather  than  having  a  contact  stabilisation 
plant  to  serve  only  the  village. 

« 

All  the  main  village  sewage  disposal  works  continue  to  give,  on  the 
whole,  satisfactory  results  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  regular  emptying  of 
settlement  and  humus  tanks  by  the  Council’s  tanker  vehicle,  thus  eliminating 
the  use  of  sludge  beds,  contributes  to  the  efficient  working  of  the  plant. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Three  tips  continued  in  use  during  the  year  and  were  difficult  to  maintain 
and  they  are  not  entirely  under  the  Council’s  control. 

Planning  permission  for  a  new  controlled  tip  in  the  ’’washland’’  of  the 
River  Derwent  in  the  Rillington  area  was  refused  on  appeal  to  the  Ministry 
and  owing  to  the  lack  of  other  suitable  sites  within  the  district  investigations 
continued  into  the  possibility  of  operating  a  refuse  pulverisation  plant  on 
a  joint  basis  with  two  adjoining  authorities.  Although  agreement  in  principle 
was  reached  on  the  type  of  plant  to  be  used  the  position  was  not  resolved  by 
the  end  of  the  year.  -  4  -

Council  Housing 

The  number  of  houses  owned  by  the  Council  rose  to  627  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Attention  was  given  to  the  modernization  of  Council  Houses 
built  prior  to  1940  and  during  the  year  plans  were  prepared  for 
the  improvement  of  thirty-six  houses.
